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LIBRARY PERIODICALS. 
By HELEN E. HAINES, Pasadena, Cal. 


Part II. 


In Ireland a library association (Cumann na 
Leabarlann) has existed since June 2, 1904, and 
has published at infrequent intervals An Leabar- 
lann (The Library) its official organ which is sent 
free to all members of the association. The 
first number of this periodical was for January, 
1905, ae seventy-eight pages, and gave 
an account of the objects of Cumann, together with 
its constitution, membership, etc. Alternate 
articles were in English and in Irish, but notes, 
reviews, etc., in English. 

The only other English library Far ge that 
demands notice is the Librar ecord of Aus- 
tralasia, the short-lived an of the Library Asso- 
ciation of Australasia and the only exponent of 
library journalism on the other side of the world. 
This was published as a quarterly during 1901 
and was a brave effort to advance organized 
library development in Australia. The Australa- 
sian Lib Association was formed in May, 1896, 
and held four or five meetings during succeeding 
msg and the Library Record was begun in the 

ope that it might prove a permanent medium 
of communication between Australian librarians. 
That hope was not fulfilled, the expense involved 
proving beyond any possible returns; the associa- 
tion is ed, having held no meetings since 
1902, and the Library Record was discontinued 
toward the end of that year. 

Library periodicals in other countries must be 
briefly noted. Germany stands first, with the 
Zentralblatt fiir Bibliothekswesen, established in 
1883, which has maintained an honorable exist- 
ence as one of the best library publications extant. 
It is, of course, much more scholarly in character 
than the English or American publications, its 
special characteristics being its elaborate biblio- 
graphical contributions upon early printed books, 
rare individual editions, and similar subjects, and 
its comprehensive record of bibliography; but in 
its columns many valuable contributions have 
been made to the literature of classification and 
to other technical subjects, and it contains full 
—- = the annual meetings of the German 
Li ians’ Association ( Verein deutscher Biblio- 
thekare) and serves as the organ of that associa- 
tion. It has published since 1900 a supplement 
entitled Blatter fiir Volksbibliotheken und Lese- 
hallen, devoted to the more side of library 
affairs and intended to aid in the development of 
small public libraries in Germany. 

In Austria the Zentralblatt far Volksbildungs- 
wesen was started in January, 1901, by Dr. Edouard 
Reyer of Vienna, who has written and worked 
unceasingly in the interests of public libraries in 
his own country; it is still continued under the 
editorship of Dr. A. Lampa, and represents edu- 
cational interests even more than library. There 
is a Bohemian library periodical, Ceska Osveta, 
now five years old, which is published by Ladislov 
Zivny at Neubydzov, and is carrying on an earnest 
campaign for library progress in the Bohemian 
towns and cities. 

In France a library association (Association des 
Bibliothécaires francais) was organized in the 


spring of 1906, and since then the monthly Bulletin 
des Bibliotheque Populaires has appeared as an 
exponent of public library interests. This is, 
however, mainly devoted to lists of books recom- 
mended for payee or to brief special bibli- 
ographies, and is little more than a book-bulletin, 
with a few notes or suggestions toward improved 
library administration. There is no other French 
library Page in the specific sense. The 
Revue des Musées et des Archives, published in 
Paris, contained now and then articles or notes 
on special collections of incunabula and similar 
subjects of interest to librarians, but was not 
representative of distinctively library interests; 
equally antiquarian and specialized is the Revue 
Biblio-iconographique, which has succeeded it; 
the Polybiblion, also published in Paris, is a 
current record and review of French publications, 
with notes of necrology and current events in the 
literary and scientific world; and the various pub- 
lications of the Office International de Bibliogra- 
phie at Brussels deal specifically with the work 
of that organization in extending the Dewey 
decimal classification or developing plans for its 
universal card catalog of the world’s literature. 

In Spain the Revista de Archives, Bibliotecas y 
Museos (Madrid) treats now and then of notable 
bibliographical rarities or collections. The Nether- 
lands are represented by De Boekrael (The Library), 
now in its third year, the official organ of the 
national association for — reading rooms 
( Vereeniging voor openhare leeszalen in Nederland), 
with varied and useful articles on library develop- 
ment; and there is another Dutch periodical which 
treats of library subjects, in the Tijdschrift voor 
Boek-en Biblrotheekwezen, a bi-monthly, pub- 
lished in Antwerp, but its interests are rather with 
books, and with special collections and bibliograph- 
ical rarities, than with the development of popular 
libraries. 

In agp | library interests are presented in the 
Revista delle Biblioteche, edited by Dr. Guido 
Biagi, which is a handsomely printed monthly 
periodical, generally of not more than twenty to 
twenty-four pages, devoted mainly to descriptive 
or bibliographical articles of a scholarly character, 
but giving also notes on libraries, catalogues 
and ee ge and printing announcements 
and — library affairs: Il Libro e la Stampa, 
the official organ of the national association of 
Italian librarians (Societa bibliografica italiane), 
which also is somewhat scholarly and antiquarian 
in its contributions, and Bolletino delle Biblioteche 
Popolari, a slim little publication devoted to urg- 
ing the cause of the system of Italian ar 
libraries conducted under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Education. 

There is a library periodical in Sweden—the 
ene ee from Stockholm, 
which was nin 1903. It contains articles on 
books and writers as well as notes and items about 
libraries and school work; and it represents a 


sain d awakened interest in the development of 
ree public libraries throughout the country. In 
Norway and Denmark the government has within 
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the past fout years begun to foster library develop- 
ment in various ways, through state aid, publica- 
tion of special catalogues and other means, and 
this has led naturally to the establishment of 
library periodicals. The Danish periodical is 
Bogsamlingsbladet, and was begun in May, 1906, 
as a thirty-two-page twelvemo pamphlet, issued 
uarterly from Lemvig and published and edited b 

the ‘‘Danmarks Folkebogsamlinger,” a Danis 
library association organized Nov. 25,1905. Inthe 
first number an account of the new association 
with its objects and constitution was given. 
The numbers contain book reviews, and reviews 
of foreign library ——. besides articles in 
the general field of library interests. In Norway 
the national library periodical, For Folke-og- 
Barnebok-Samlinger was begun in March, 1907, 
under the joint editorship of Mr. Karl Fischer 
of the University Library at Christiana, who was 
made responsible for the division devoted to 
public ibraries, and Mr. Nordahl Rolfsen, author, 
educator and president of the Central Board of 
Governors of School Libraries, responsible for the 
division of the periodical dealing with school 
libraries. A direct forward impulse has been 
given to library interests in Norway through this 
progressive and well handled little paper which is 
published in Christiana, and in which, besides 
articles of general library, bibliographical and 
literary interest, are numerous book reviews. 

This general survey gives an idea of the char- 
acteristics of the library periodicals now existing, 
and the particular field that each one occupies. 
Limited as the field of some of them is, and apart 
from the immediate interests of American libra- 
rians, general acquaintance with their scope and 
contents will more than repay such a librarian 
for the time required to make such acquaintance, 
and I should urge every assistant in a library 
where a fairly full list of library periodicals is 
taken, to spend an hour or two hours weekly or 
monthly in gaining familiarity with this literature 
of the Siewy profession. For librarians even of 
very small libraries such familiarity is still more 
important; in the first place it gives useful hints 
in the selection of books, particularly of bibli- 
ographies, and often affords suggestions in the 
technical routine of handling or circulating books, 
while in the second place, as has been previously 
said, it enables a librarian to think and talk of 
other aspects of his work than are represented in 
his own small institution or local association. 

In this presentation of library periodicals it 
seemed to me that it might add what publishers 
call ‘‘the human interest’’ to what is necessarily 
rather a dry subject, if I spent a few moments in 
deccsitionn Guan personal experience the processes 
of making a library periodical—what is the raw 
material, where it comes from, and what are some 
of the methods and difficulties in shaping it into 
the familiar monthly periodical that most of us 
know quite well. 

The making of a library periodical differs little 
from any other journalistic or editorial work, 
except that the field is comparatively so limited 
that the periodical maker has generally a wide 
and intimate personal acquaintance with nearly 
all of the contributors and a large proportion of the 
readers. 


Library Periodicals. 
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There are a few main principles on which the 
periodical must be built. It must be interesting. 
It must cover the field. It must be accurate. It 
must be timely. Now all of these requisites have 
various interpretations. 

Take the requisite that it must be interesting. 
Interesting to whom? To its readers, of course; 
but the readers of a library periodical are divided 
into a dozen or more branches of library work, 
and the worker in each of these branches thinks 
that his particular activity is the only thing that 
is interesting or worth thinking about. The head 
cataloguer of a great reference library writes to the 
editor a long letter, saying that the subject of 
Bibliography is disgracefully neglected, and that 
the higher scholarly service of the library will 
never be attained until the library periodical con- 
centrates its attention upon Bibliography and the 
History of Books and gives up the merely popular 
side of library activities. The librarian of a small 
public library sends in an order canceling her 
subscription, because the library periodical con- 
tains so much material on bibliography and so 
many articles on abstruse subjects that the 
interests of the small library are not sufficiently 
considered and she feels that it is of very little 
use to her. A director of a library school asks 
why so little space is given to the reports of the 
various schools, and wonders if the periodical has 
“any prejudice’ against school training, and 
— out that every school item is read with 

reathless interest by an army of school students 
and graduates, whose interests certainly ought 
to be considered. The librarian of a medium- 
sized library (who is not a school graduate) writes 
to say that he feels obliged to protest against the 
amount of space given to the library schools, and 
that he cannot understand why any library peri- 
odical should be willing to identify itself so com- 
pletely with a little ‘“‘ring’’ of people associated in 
the mutual admiration society that they call library 
schools. He remarks, also, that the immense pro- 
portion of space devoted to the schools is simply 
wasted, as their reports are of no interest or use 
to anybody, and he exhorts the library periodical 
to rise above petty considerations and give its 
readers strong articles showing what libraries are 
really doing, but not to chronicle the marriage of 
library school graduates or the fact that Miss 
Sarah Smith has been appointed assistant at the 
Podunk Public Library. No worker in any field, 
to the best of my knowledge, has ever admitted 
that the library periodicals ever gave enough 
space to that worker’s particular activity—yet 
a glance over a year’s volume shows a fair mixture 
of subjects. 

Of course it would be perfectly possible, so far 
as obtaining material goes, to print a library 
periodical devoted wholly to bibliography, another 
one covering only the work of the library schools, 
another one devoted to library work with children 
and school teachers, and so on. As it is, we have 
to try to be, what I understand is regarded as the 
special characteristic of the successful statesman, 
“a good mixer,’”’ and nothing ever gave me more 
satisfaction than those numbers of the Librar 
Journal in which were combined subjects appeal- 
ing to absolutely diverse interests—as, for instance, 
a number containing an elaborate and learned 
article on Classification of Numismatics (which 
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nearly gave the editor nervous prostration, just 
to read in proof) and a full exposition of ways in 
which librarians might co-operate with kinder- 
artners! So it is evident that it is not easy to 
ulfill the requirement to be interesting—that is to 
be always interesting to the same person, what- 
ever effort is made to be more or less interesting 
to a large number of persons. 

It must cover the field,—that requirement is 
simpler. It means that no given item or incident 
in library affairs can be overlooked because at the 
time it seems unimportant or because other mate- 
rial is pressing. You never know when some little 
item in some disregarded newspaper clipping is 
the first step in an undertaking of the greatest 
importance. It is extremely interesting to trace 
through successive volumes of a library periodical 
the history of the growth of some library move- 
ment. Take for instance several summers ago 
when the Independent published an article criticis- 
ing public libraries for not providing books helpful 
and interesting to men; there followed articles 
and discussions rebutting this criticism, or accept- 
ing it, and explaining what could be done about it 
in half a dozen different library meetings; then 
came the formation in Utica of an Industrial 
Library League—the direct result of these discus- 
sions; in other libraries lectures before working- 
men’s clubs were arranged for; in Brooklyn the 
applied science reference room of Pratt Institute 

ree Library was developed, and there have 
grown up other systematic methods of extend- 
ing the industrial usefulness of public libraries. 
Or, go back to the beginning of children’s work in 
libraries, and you will trace its gradual develop- 
ment through items announcing the setting apart 
of a children’s corner in one or two library build- 
ings, then through the first announcements of the 
roposed Library League of the Cleveland Public 
Lisery about fourteen years ago, then through 
reports of the establishment of children’s depart- 
ments, then through articles on the importance 
of library work for children, and so on through 
the gradual development of special training for 
children’s librarians and the recognition of this 
as a distinct branch of library technique. The 
effort to cover the field implies also an even per- 
s ive; library affairs in San Francisco or Los 

ngeles demand just as full consideration as 
library affairs in New York City; and though, of 
course, no American iodi can attempt to 
deal with foreign affairs in the same comprehen- 
sive way that it tries to cover the record in its 
own country, there must be, nevertheless, indica- 
tion and appreciation of the more important in- 
ternational and foreign events in the library field— 
such as the annual meetings of the English, Ger- 
man and Italian librarians, the development of 
small public libraries in Norway, the great co- 
———— undertaking of the Prussian libraries in 
the preparation of a general catalog (the great 
Gesamtkatalog), and so on. 

It must be accurate. This is a first essential in 
ood journalism—a fair and careful statement of 
acts. One of the first lessons an editor must 

learn is never to believe all he hears; or, for that 
matter, to believe implicitly almost nothing that 
he hears—in the way of report or rumor. 

The business of a library periodical is to 
record the simple facts, and to state impartially

both sides of any vexed question—if possible, to 
let two antagonists each present his own state- 
ment with entire freedom. An editor soon comes 
to realize that he must be prepared to give chapter 
and verse of authority for any printed statement, 
and he learns, also, that there is no stronger presen- 
tation of a given controversy than by simple, 
clear under-statement. ‘‘The adjective is the enemy 
of the substantive,’ and violent argument is the 
weakest sort of argument. 

It must be timely. Timeliness is the chief 
characteristic of news; a thing is no longer news 
when its freshness has departed, and so a library 
periodical that combines the characteristics of a 
newspaper with those of a magazine must keep up 
to date in its record of affairs and must contrive 
and manage to find space for important news 
items up to the very last moment before going to 
press. 

Take now the raw material from which a library 
periodical is constructed—articles, reports, news 
notes, and bibliographical record. For articles, 
the library association and club meetings furnish 
the main source of material, but many of those 
most valuable are written for publication, on 
request. I cannot speak too strongly of the unfail- 
ing kindness and readiness with which, in my own 
experience, such uests have been received, of 
the unvarying friendliness and loyalty that libra- 
tians have given in furnishing material for the 
library periodicals. These periodicals could never 
have been carried on, they never would be alive 
today, if it were not for the constant co-operation 
and sympathy and help given to them by the 
whole fellowship of library workers. 

The library iodical receives from libraries all 
over the world annual rts, bulletins, catalogs 
and other publications; its editor receives news- 
paper clipping service covering all items touchin:; 
in any way on libraries, and reads or tries to rea 
every article in book or magazine dealing with 
the same subject. This material it is the 
editor’s business to turn into ‘‘copy.”’” Reports 
are read, and their statistics and a summary of 
their contents are noted; newspaper clippings are 
grouped and their facts summarized; catalogues 
are listed and their characteristics indicated. 
Special publications such as important catalogs 
or bibliographies are sent to persons familiar with 
the subject, with the request that they be reviewed 
by a given date. From certain contributors 
monthly packets of material are received, and to 
these are added the gleanings from similar mate- 
rial gathered elsewhere. Reports of library asso- 
ciation and club meetings are obtained from the 
secretaries or, when that fails, are written up from 
newspaper announcements, programmes or notes 
furnished by some one in attendance. The pro- 
portion of the various departments must be con- 
stantly kept in mind, and always and constantly 
there must be a boiling down, condensing and 
omitting of material that one would like to give 
in full, or else the periodical would outrun in size 
all limits of labor and expense. 

How far any periodical falls short of what it 
should be only its editor knows, and there is no 
one who appreciates more what it might be and 
all it ought to cover.
